Duty as Citizens. 


Washington, D. C., April 28.—[{Special.]— 
Declaring his “‘ profound indifference ” to the 
condemnation of either capital or labor, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt haa written a letter to 
Honoré Jaxon of Chicago, chairman of the 
** Cook county Moyer-Hay wood conference,” 
answering the criticiem teveled at him for 
his recent letter concerning “ undesirable 
citizens.’’ 

President Roosevelt’ better, which was 
made public today, followe:_ 

*“ April 22—Dear Sir: I have received your 
letter of the 19th inst., in which you inclose 
the draft of the formal letter which is to fol- 


gations bearing similar requests are on the 
way hither. In the letter you, on behalf of 
the Cook county Moyer-Hay wood conference, 
protest against certain language I used in a 
recent letter which you assert to be designed 
to inflpence the course of justice in the case 
of the trial for murder of Messrs. Moyer and 
Haywood. 

“TI entirely agree with you that it is im- 
proper to endeavor to influence the course of 
justice, whether by threats or in any similar 
manner. For this reagon I have regretted 
most deeply the action of such organizations 
as your own in undertaking to accomplish 
this result in the case of which you speak. 
For inétance, your letter is headed ‘ Cook 
coumty Moyer-Haywood-Pettibone confer- 
ence,’ with the headlines: ‘Death cannot, 
will not, and@ shall not claim our brothers.’ 
This shows that you and your associates are 
not demanding a fair trial or working for a 
fair trial, but are announcing in advance that 
the verdict shall only be one way, and that 
you will not tolerate any other verdict. Such 
action is flagrant in its impropriety, and I 
join heartily tn condemning it. 


Declares Criticism Is Foolish. 
“ But it is a simple absurdity to suppose 
that because any man is on trial for a given 
offense he ie therefore to be freed from all 
créticiems upon his general conduct and man- 
ner of life. In my letter to which you object 
I referred to a certain prominent financier, 
Mr. Herriman, om the one hand, and to 
Messrs. Moyer, Haywood, and Debs om the 
other as being equally undesirable citizens. 
It is as foolish to assert that this wae de- 
signed to influence the trial of Moyer and 
Haywood, as to assert that it was designed to 
influence the sults that have been brought 
againet Mr. Harriman. I neither expressed 
nor indicated any opinion ae to whether 
Messrs. Moyer and Haywood were guilty of 
the murder of Gov. Bteunenberg. If they 
are guilty, they certainly ought to be pun- 
ished. If they are not guilty they certainly 
ought not to be punished. 
** But no possible outcome either of the tria! 
or the suite can affect my judgment as to the 
undesirability of the type of citizenship of 
those whom I mentioned. Messrs. Moyer, 
Haywood, and Debs stand as representatives 
of those men who have done as much to dis- 
eredit the labor movement as the worst 
speculative financiers or most unscrupulous 
employers of labor and debauchers of legis- 
atures have done to discredit honest capital- 
igts and fair dealing business men. 
‘They stand as the representatives of 
these men who by their public utterances 
and manifestoes, by the utterances of the pa- 
pers they control or inepire, and by the words 
and deeds of those associated with or sub- 
ordinated to them habitually appear as 
guilty of ineitement to or apology for bhood- 
shed and violence. 


Likens Defense to Treason.’ 
“Tf this does not constitute undesirable 
citizenship, then there can -never be any 
undesirable citizens. The men whom I de 
nounce represent the men who have aban- 
doned that legitimate movement for the up- 
lifting of labor with which I have the most 
hearty sympathy; they have adopted prac- 
tices which cut them off from those who lead 
this legitimate movement. In every way I 
shall support the lawabiding and upright rep- 
resentatives of labor, and in no way can I 
better support them than by drawing the 
sharpest possible line between them on the 
one hand and on the other hand those preach- 
ers of violence who are themselves the worst 
foes of the honest laboring men. 
“Let me repeat my deep regret that any 
pody of men should so far forget their duty 
to their country as to endeavor by the formu- 
lation of gocieties and in other ways to influ- 
ence the course of justice in this matter. I 
have received many such letters as yours. 
Accompanying them were newspaper clip- 
pings announcing demonstrations, parades, 
and massmeetings designed to show that.the 
representatives of labor, without regard to 
the facts, demand the acquittal of Mesars. 
Haywood and Moyer. 
‘Such meetings can of course be designed 
only to coerce court or jury In rendering a 
verdict, and they therefore deserve all the 
condemnation which you in your letter say 
should be awarded to those who endeavor im- 
properly to influence the course of justice. 


Reiterates His Denunciation. 
‘You would, of course, be entirely within 
your rights if you merely announced that 
you thought Messrs. Moyer and Haywood 
were ‘desirable citizens,’ though in such a 
case I should take frank issue with you and 
should say that, wholly without regard to 
whether or not they are guilty of the crime 
for which they are now being tried, they rep- 
resent as thoroughly undesirable a type of 
citizenship as can be found in this country, 
a type which, in the letter to which you so 
unreasonably take exceptions, I showed not 
to be confined to any one class, but to exist 
among some representatives of the great cap- 
italists as well as among some representatives 
of wage workers. 

“In that letter I condemned both types, 
Certain representatives of the great cap- 
italists in turn condemned me for including 
Mr. Harr@man in my condemnation of Mesers. 
Moyer and Haywood. Certain of. the rep- 
resentatives of labor in their turn con- | 
demned me because I included Mesars. 
Moyer and ywood as undestrable citizens 
together with Mr. Harriman. I am as pro- 
foundly indifferent to the condemnation in 
one case as in the other. I challenge as a 
right the support of all good Americans,

$1,000,000 FOR NEGRO UPLIFT 


Philadelphia Quakeress Donates 
‘Sum to Be Used in South. 


WOULD REFINE CHILDREN. 


Miss Anna T. Jeanes, Donor, Confines 
Fund to Rudimentary Schools. 


April 23.—[Special.]— 
Miss Anna T. Jeanes, a Quakeress, me...ber of 
one of Philadelphia's oldest families, has 
given $1,000,000 to assist and foster rural 
schools where the negro children of the south 
may learn the rudiments of moral influence 
and social refinement. 

Mise Jeanes has named Booker T. Wash- 
ington, whom she has known personally for 
several years, and Hollis Burke Frissell, 
president of the Hampton Normal and In- 
dustrial institute, as trustees of the fund. 
Neither of the schools they represent will 
share in the gift, however. 

Miss Jeanes’ gift is attributed fo the per- 
suasive powers of Booker T. Washington, 
who has been in Philadelphia for three days, 
a great part of which time he spent in con- 
sultation with Miss Jeanes. 


Quakeress a Friend of Black Race. 
Miss Jeanes is about 80 years of age. Her 
family has been prominent for more than a 
ceatury in the Society of Friends. She has 
long been interested in the welfare of the 
negro and has been a liberal contributor to 
institutions for their education. 

The sum given by Miss Jeanes amounts to 
one-fifth of her whole fortune and is one of 
the two biggest sums ever donated for the 
betterment of the negro race. Thomas F. 
Slater of Norwich, Conn., gave $1,000,000 for 
thé higher education of the colored race some 
time ago. 

In the deed of gift accompanying the trans- 
fer of the $1,000,000 Miss Jeanes stipulates 
that the income from the fund is to be used 
for the gole purpose of assisting in the 
“gouthern United States community; coun- 
try, and rural schools for the great class of 
negroes to whom the small rural and com- 
munity echools are alone available.’’ 


Aims at Social Refinement. 

Miss Jeanes expressed her belief ‘‘ in the 
practicable and far reaching good that may 
result from the moral and elevating infiu- 
ence of rural schools for negroes in the south- 
ern states, taught by reputable teachers.’’ 
The deed of gift provides that the fund is to 
be known as “the fund for rudimentary 
schools for southern negroes.” 

“Should Booker T. Washington or Hollis 
Burke Frigsell die or decline to serve before 
they shall have been established a board 
of trustees of the endowment fund,’ Miss 
Jeanes instructs, “or if for any reason the 
same shall not be constituted by them within 
a period of six months from this date, I re- 
quest and empower the trustees of the Hamp- 
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ton Normal and Agricultural inetitute and 


} 


the trustees of the Tuskegee Normal and In- 
dustrial institute to select. and create from 
members of their own boards a special board 
of trustees to act as trustees; and I direct 
that such board apply the income upon the 
said fund solely toward the maintenance and 
assistance of rural, community, and country 
schools for the southern negroes and to en- 
courage mores influence and social refine- 
ment.”* 

A statement signed by Booker T. Wash- 


ington and Hollis Burke Frissell, issued to- 
night, says: 
“While we cannot speak definitely, we 


feel quite sure that it will be the aim of the 
trustees of this fund to work in hearty sym- 
pathy and close codperation with the county 


and state officers in assisting schools, and 


it will be the policy of the trustees to use the 
interest of this fund in a way to stimulate 
self-help and not replace local schools, but 
to supplement the money being appropriated 
“by southern states toward the education of 
the negro. 


$25,000 for Kemper Hall. 

Kenosha, Wis., April 23.—[Special. ]—Gifte 
to Kemper hall to the amount of $25,000 were 
announced today to clear away outstanding 
debts of the school and provide for improve- 
ments during the coming summer. The 
largest sum was givem by Nathan Allen of 
this city, who contributed $12,500. Z. G. 
Simmons of Kenosha gave $6,000, and the rest 
was given by former students of the school, 
most of whom reside in Chicago. 


UNDERTAKER WAITS IN VAIN; 
DEATH REPORTED TOO SOON. 


Woman Who Attempted Suicide Re- 
covers Consciousness After Coro- 
ner Is Notified to Hold an Inquest. 


Several hours after the coroner’s office and 
an undertaker had been notified of her death 
Mrs. Bertha Zurmuehien, 40 years old, 2223 
Fiftieth place, who attempted to commit 
suicide by drinking carbolic acid yesterday 
morning, was restored to consciousness. 

Mrs. Zurmuehlen recently had undergone 
three operations, which it is believed affected 
her mind. After she had swallowed the 
earbolic acid her husband, WEhrier Zur- 
muehlen, heard her groans and ran to her 
bedroom, where he found her on the floor, ap- 
parently dying.

DRINK COSTS INVENTOR MIND 


Hammond Typewriter Co. Presi- 
dent Committed to Asylum. 


COURT IS HELD IN STREET. 


Condition of Victim Prevents Journey 
Into Justice Room.

New York, April 23.--[Special.]—James 
Bartlett Hammond, inventor of the Ham- 
mond typewriter and president and prac- 
tical owner of the Hammond Typewriter 
company, was committed to Bellevue todav 
for five days for examination as to hig sanity. 
Thomas F. Hammond, his brother, who is 
in the cash register business and lives at 
New Rochelle, declared that he was a habit- 
ual drunkard and insane, a mental and phys- 
ical wreck from the effects of drugs and al- 
coholic stimulants used to excess for the 
last year. 

James B. Hammond is a man of 68 years. 
When he was driven up to the west side 
court in a coach this afternoon his condl- 
tion was so bad it was impossible to bring 
him up into the courtroom. Magistrate 
Walsh, with hie stenographer, therefore, 
held court on the curb in front of the court- 
house, while old Mr. Hammond lay back ip 
his carriage seat with a vacant stare in his 
eyes. 

Says Brother Is Insane. 

Thomas Hammond swore that he believed 
his brother had disordered senses and was 
unfit to be at large. He said that his brother 
acted strangely, talked incoherently, im- 
agined he had given all his money away to 
his employés, and would talk of Shakspeare 
and the drama instead of business. 

The principal affidavit in the case was made 
by Albert Bryce, manager of the Hammond 
Typewriter company, who said Mr. Ham- 
mond is unable to comprehend business mat- 
ters even when explained.

REDISTRICTING A SNAG. 


Proposal to Change Number of 
Wards in Chicago Chief 
Factor in Chaotic 
Condition. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, IL, April 28.—[{Special.}—The 
Chicago charter bill was thrown into a semi- 
chaotic form today by suddenly developed 
propositions and opposition for and against 
various phases of it. 

The bill had been progressing in 
the form in which it wae shaped by the char- 
ter convention until today, when there were 
uncovered: veiae 


First—A proposition to change the number 
eof wards to fifty instead of seventy, and have 
their boundaries declared in the bill itself, in- 
stead of allowing the city council to redistrict. 
Second—A proposition to amend the school 
article so as to give Mayor Busse the power te 
reorganize the entire board of education. ‘ 

Third—A decision, on the part of the house 
charter committees, to eliminate the entire ar- 
ticle dealing with elections and thus keep the 
city under the general election law and force 
the retention of the party circle. 

Fourth—An endeavor on the part of the real 
estate men qf Chicago to eliminate the pro-. 


subsidewalk space, this provision being de 
clared by the real estate men to be unfair and 
te represent an additional tax on real estate, 
Fifth—An open declaration of hostility te the 
small companion bills of the charter which 
grant the right of home rule in matters of 
Sunday observance and the regulation of 
waloons and a repetition of hostile intent re 
garding the article containing the grant of 
local legislative powers. 


Mayor Busse Defines Position. 

Of these developments the most immediate- 
ly important is the proposal to have the ward 
boundaries fixed in the charter act instead 
of conferring the power to redistrict on the 
city council. It has been asserted, and is 
denied, that the republican organization of 
Cook county is determined on thisplan.. 
Mayor Busse, who has been mentioned as 
one of the principal proponents of the new 
plan, came to Springfield today with a large 
lobby of Chicago officials, judges, sanitary 
trustees, and attorneys, and stated flatly 
that he had no intention of endeavoring te 
bring about any change in the present bill. 
“I said a week ago that I proposed to keep 
my hands off the charter,”’ he said. “I Know 
nothing of this new plan and do not propose, 
to have anything to do with it. I do not 


ganizatidh at which it was discussed, and 
the city administration has nothing to de 
with it.” 

The mayor said further that the bills in 
which he was interested were the measures 
which had brought him and officials of his 
administration to Springfield, and that no 
attempts would be made by him or his{f- 
ficials to change a sentence in the charter 
as it stands. 


Facts of Redistricting Snarl. 


As nearly as the facts regarding the pre- 
posed redistricting of the city by the legis- 
lature can be ascertained they are to the effect 
that two meetings of members of the repub- 
lican county organization were held in Chie 
cago, one Saturday and one Monday. At 
these meetings the proposition of having the 
charter declare the boundaries of the wards 
was discussed, and it was decided to incor- 
porate such descriptions in the charter bil. 
It also was decided that fifty wards should 
be made instead of seventy. 

As a reason for this, it is urged that the 
city council, dealing with a question which 
effects its own members more than any 
other individuals, would become entangled 
in a never ending contention. The. council is 
democratic by a gemal!l margin and the legis- 
lature is overwhelmingly republican, whiely 
fact may present. another good argument | 
for legislative redistricting. 

The republican leaders do-not want to leave 
it to Ald. Kenna and Coughlin to dictate 
the splitting of the First ward or to demo- 
cratic aldermen in the other democratie 
wards to do likewise with their territory. 


Chicago Members in Favor. 
Some of the democratic leaders who have 
more influence in the legislature than they 
have in the city council also would prefer te 
have the ward boundaries mapped out by the 
general assembly rather than by the alder- 
men. The suggestion is a welcome one to the 
Chicago members of the legislature, who are 


ping of their own wards. It is said that the 
first suggestion came from Springfield and 
not from Chicago. 

It was suggested at the meeting of the 
members of the republican organization that 
the question of ward boundaries be turned 
over to a subcommittee representing the 
three divisions of the city. It is said that

The decision of the houge charter commit- 
tee to eliminate’the article containing @ mu- 
nicipal election law for the city was reached 
at a meeting tonight... By a vote of 12 to 6 
the striking ont of tha Urticle was ordered. 
It carries with it the elimination of the anti- 
party circie provision which would have 
made it impossible for a voter In a municipal 
election to vote a straight ticket by marking 
@ cross in the circle. 

It was the first thing the committee did 
when it téok up the bill for action on various 
gections which had been marked and. set 
aside when the Dill was first read in com- 
mittee. There was coftsiderable objection to 
the action, but the majority refused to stand 
for a law which did without the party circle. 
The motion to strike out came from Repre- 
sentative Lindly and was supported by Rep- 
resentative Sheldon. It was opposed by Rep- 
resentatives Hull, MeGoorty, and Donoghue. 

“ This is the beginning of the destruction 
of the charter bill,” said Mr. Hull. “ Here 
we have a measure which represents the best 
work of a thoroughly representative conven- 
tion, and we should not proceed to 4d¢@ 
stroy it.” 

“It fs a step in the wrong direction,”’ said 
Mr. Donoghue in oppositiontoit. “1lt means 
retrogression.” . 


Iindly States Objections. 
“T don’t think we have reached a point 
- where we have to swallow this charter whole 
just because it was sent down here from Chi- 
cago,’ said Mr. Lindly, ‘and I don't think 
it is a criminal matter if we do not happen to 
believe just as the charter convention be- 
Meved.

Big Batch of Bills Taken to 


Springfield by Corporation 
Counsel Brundage. 


BUSSE WILL MAKE PLEAS. 


Mayor Goes to State Capital with 
Others to Explain Needs 
of the City. 


Corporation Counsel Edward J. Brundage 
departed last night for Springfield to meet 
Mayor. Busse. members of the mayor's cabi- 
net, and others who had preceded him by 
several hours to lay siege to the state legis- 
lature in the interest of a number of bills in 
which Chicago ts interested. 

Mr. Brundage took with him a list of some 
of the more fmportant bills prepared by H. 
W. Hayes, one of his assistants. It waa not 
complete, for there are several hundred 
measures that-have more or less bearing on 
Chicago's municipal affairs. 

These bills have been pending in the legis- 
lature since the beginning of the present 
seesxion. Some of them are regarded as 
good measures and some of them are op- 
poee@d@ by the city administration. Mayor 
Busse and his committee will argue the merits 
or demerits of the measures before the house 
and senate committees. 

After the conference in the mayor's office 
at 9:30 o’clock Mayor Busse took the noon 
train for Springfield, accompamted by Com- 
miseioner Evans, Chief Shippy, Chief Justice 
Olson of the Municipal court, Special Trac- 
tion Counsel Fisher, Ald. Milton J. Fore- 
mar, ané Postmaster Campbell. 


Bills for Police Department. 

The bills under consideration include the 
following: 

House bill 804, to create a board of police com- 
missioners. 

House bill 216, to regulate traffic in deadly 
weapons and prevent the sale of them to minors. 

House bill 288, to compe) witnesses in certain 
cases to testify and to release them from all 
HMability to punishment. 

House bill 229, sean the manufacture and 
sale of explosives. 

House bill 228, to make it unlawful to make or 
keep any picture of prisoners who have not been 
convicted of a felony. 

House bf 189 provides for police pension fund. 

House bill 18 provides for the punishment of 
those guilty of wife abandongrent. 

Senate bill 203 provides for the arrest of vagrants 
upon warrant or view. 

House bill 6, to prevent improper treatment of 
prisoners. 

House bill 708, to regulate the conduct of elevated 
trains. 

Senate bill 400 revises the law in relation to pun- 
ishment by term of ten years or more for murder, 
rape, robbery, and larceny. 

House bil? 18 amends criminal code fn relation to 
crime of robbery. 

House bill 102 provides for the safety of pas- 
sengers on elevated railroad stations. 

House bill 160 regulates the keeping and storing 
of coal ofl, gasoline, etc. 

House bill 159 provides for the issuing of war- 
ranté to search for and seize liquors kept for sale 
unlawfully. 


Civil Service Department. 

House bill 601 provides that veterans of the 
civil war shall be entitled to any position carry- 
ing a salary of $50 a month or lees on request and 
furnishing certificate from a reputable physician. 

House bill 587 repeals civil service act of March 
20, 1895, under which the city is now operating. 

House bill 238, gives the state civil service com- 
mission genera] supervisory jurisdiction over the 
eity; provides that the city commission shal! make 
report of ite acts and doings ahd submit to all 
rules, regulations, and classifications and amend4- 
ments thereto of a state civil service commission. 

Senate bill 465, eliminates from section-11 “ Om- 
cers excepted from clasified service to include 
those whose appdintment is subject to confirma- 
tion by the city council.’’ 


Parks and Public Revenue. 

House bill 275 fixes time of payment of special 
assessments the second day of January after com- 
pletion and acceptance. 

Senate bill 420, park board and city may, dy 
contract, pave streets adjoining parks, etc. 

Senate bill 391 gives city the right to acqutre 
land for parks. 

Senate bill 314, city may establish public parks 
by genera! taxation. 

House bill 246 increases revenue for sanitary 
district. 

House bill 155 abolishes taxation of mortgages 
under $700. 

Senate bill 44 exempts personal property under 
$200 from taxation. 

House bill S62 permits city to issue and sell 
bonds for park purposes. 

House bill 790 relates to improvements by two 
or more adjacent towns. 


Opposes Anti-Sweatbox Bill. 

Chief Shippy will fight the Chiperfield bill 
designed to abolish so-called sweatbox 
methods of the police departments. Justice 
Olson and Corporation Counsel Brundage 
also are opposed to this measure. 

“The law already protects the criminal 
sufficiently, or too much,” sald Mr. Olson. 
“If this bill becomes a law the police will 
fear to question prisoners and the ends of 
justice in a majority of cases will be defeat- 
ed. In my ten years’ experience in criminal 
court the existence of a ‘sweat box’ never 
has-been proved. If that bill is paseed it will 
place the criminal on a pedestal and make a 
hero of him.”’ 

Justice Olgon will urge legislation provid- 
ing for the parole of first offenders. He sug- 
gests that judges of the Municipal court be 
authorized to review cases once a week and 
use their discretion. 


To Aid Firemen’s Orphans. 

Chief of the Fire Department Horan in- 
terested the lobby committee in an amend- 
ment to the fire department pension law, 
raising the pension of dependent children 
from $6 to $12 a month and giving depend- 
ent parents of deceased firemen a sum equal 
to half the salary of the fireman. 

Mayor Busse, who expects to return on 
Sunday, said he did not intend to do any 
work in the interest of the new charter while 
in Springfield, but would leave that to Ald. 
Foreman and others. 

Roger C. Sullivan, William Loeffler, Will- 
iam L. O'Connell, and John P. Tansey, rep- 
resenting the democratic county committee 
also left for Springfield “to aid in the fight 
for the charter,” they said.

LOGAL OPTION FIGH? ON. 


SENATOR BERRY’S BILL REPORT- 
ED OUT OF HOUSE COMMITTEE, 


Measure Believed to Be Best Anti- 
Saloon Advocates Can Get-—Rep- 
resentative Sheldon, Leader in Be- 
half of Proposed Law in the Lower 
House, Thinks It Can Be Passed on 
Friday — Dysart Revolt Subsides 
After Speaker’s Threat of Foree,

Springfield, Ill.,. April 23.—{Special.})~ 
Senator Berry’s local option bill, which is 
being supported by the Anti-Saloon league, 
was reported out of the house judiciarycom- 
mittee tonight and the fight to pass it is 
scheduled to begin tomorrow. 

As it has gone through the senate !t is ac- 
ceptable to the anti-saloon people as repre- 
senting the best they can get. It will be 
amended in minor particulars in the house 
if its friends are successful ‘in getting it to 
gecond reading. Unanimous consent to ad 
vance it out of its order cannot be secured, 
and if the present plans, which schedule it 
for passage Friday, be carried out it will be 
either because Speaker Shurtleff ls extreme- 
ly lenient or because the bill can get a two- 
thirds vote for suspengion of the rules. 

Representative Lee O'Neill Browne, 
whose loca} option bill has been shelvedever 
since it was successful In giving a black eye 
to the Anti-Saloon league, announces his in- 
tention: of fighting the Berry bill. If he 
has anything like the following which accom- 
panied him in the original attack on the 
“orthodox” local option bill, he may be 
able to prevent consideration of the Berry 
measure. 

Representative Sheldon, chairman of the 
house judiciary committee and house leader 
for the Anti-Saloon league, is confident that 
the bill can be pushed to passage on Friday. 


Abstract Bill Advanced. 


After some opposition had been quieted 
at the afternoon seasion Representative Millis 
of Chicago was successful in advancing to 
third reading his bill providing a guarantee 
fund as surety for the correctness of ab- 
stracts made by the county recorder. Orig- 
inally it was designed to permit any county to 
engage in the abstract business, but an 
amendment restricted its operation to coun- 
ties of over 60,000 population. 

It is a measure greatly desired by Chicago 
real estate men, and is one of the bills in the 
interest of which the large Chicago lobby 
now here is working. It provides for an 
accumulation of all fees from the sale of ab- 
stracts until a fund of $500,000 has been es- 
tablished, and for the deposit of 10 per cent 
of the earnings thereafter until the fund has 
reached $1,000,000. 

The house in the aftérnoon passed Senator 
Berry's bill, which relieves most of the funds 
of fraternal benefit associations from taxa- 
tion, providing, first. that all real and per- 
sonal property shall.-be deducted from the 
assets, and that then a sum equal to the 
face of outstanding certificates shall be de- 
ducted and that the remainder shall be as- 
sessed as personal property. 


Dysart Revolt Quelled. 


Representative Walter V. Dysart, the 
junior republican member from Vermilion 
county, started a revolution in the house and 
wae ordered to take his seat by Speaker 
Shurtleff this afternoon after an interesting 
two minutes’ debate, in which Mr. Dysart 
endeavored to secure recognition from the 
chair after Mr. Shanahan hag been recog- 
nized to call up the park extension bill. Mr. 
Dysart was endeavoring to secure recogni- 
tion for the purpose of calling up the em- 
ployers'’ liability measure, and previous to 
the Session had made the statement that he 
would try to make things interesting unless 
he secured recognition from the speaker. He 
failed to secure the floor, and was asked to 
take his seat, but not until he had succeeded 
in putting the housein an uproar. 

When Mr. Shanahan arose to call up senate 
bill 357, one of the Chicago park extension 
bills, Mr. Dysart also arose. The speaker 
recognized Mr. Shanahan, although Mr. Dy- 
sart was loudly demanding recognition. 

“May I have recognition in this house?’’ 
demanded Mr. Dysart. ‘‘ I have been desir- 
ing recognition for this bill long enough, and 
desire to be recognized this day.” 

Mr, Shanahan started to explain the senate 
measure, when Mr. Dysart again interrupted. 

“It is house bill 702 that I wish to call up 
at this time,’’ shouted Mr. Dysart. ‘It ie 
the fellow servant bill, and I have been re- 
fused.”’ 


Speaker Grips Gavel Again. 


Mr. Shurtleff looked pained and pounded 
his desk. Mr. Shanahan took up the conver- 
sation, but Mr. Dysert again interrupted. 

‘* May I have recognition for just one mo- 
ment ?’’ he demanded. 

“ The gentleman from Cook has the floor,” 
announced the speaker. 

“ Well,”” continued Mr. Dysert, “ may I 
be recognized this afternoon for the purpose 
of calling up a bill?’’ 

“ The gentleman may be in order," said the 
speaker. 

“*I understand I am in order,’ said Mr. 
Dysert. ‘‘I understand I have the right to 
be heard on the floor of this house. If there 
is any good reason why I should not be heard 
I will take my seat.”’ 

Mr. Shurtleff took a fresh grip on his gavel, 
and, looking around for a detachment of 
janitors, ordered Mr. Dysert to take his seat. 
Mr. Dysert gazed about him in search of re- 
inforcement from other new members who 
have been talking revolution. . No relief 
seemed in sight, and while the house sat ex- 
pectant of the coming of a corps of house 
employés to place Mr. Dysert in hie seat, he 
took it voluntarily and the house organiza- 
tion rolled on its way cheerfully, thus end- 
ing the revolt. 

Mr. Shurtleff at the morning session had in- 
corporated in the journal of thé house his 
reply to statements that he had been respon- 
sible for the alteration of the pure food bill 
after it had been reported to the house. 

Another cigaret bill passed by the house. 
last week reached the senate today, and on 
motion of Senator Berry was sent to the li- 
cense committee, where, according to Mr. 
Berry, it will remain. Mr. Berry had passed 
by the senate earlier {n the session a bill 
prohibiting the smoking of cigarets by minors. 
He proposes that this shall be passed by the 
house.

June 16, 1906—-M. Moszczinski of 588 Ashiané 
avenue was appointed guard at the county jail. 

June, 1906—Mr. Moszczinski and his son were 
overtaken by «a train on the bridge crossing the 
Calumet river. The father jumped into the river, 
but the boy was killed by the train. 

July, 1006—Moszczinski’s daughter was struck 
by a car and crippled for life. 

July, 1906—Another son of Moszczinski fell down 
an elevator shaft and died from the injuries. 

Sept. 15, 1906—While in the discharge of his 
duty at the jail Moszczingki was assaulted by a 
giant prisoner, Nicholas Parantoparpos. 

Nov. 1, 1906—Mr. Moszczineki died from the ef- 
fects of the assault. 


“There are seven children remaining in 
the family,” said Deputy Sheriff Peters in a 
letter written last November to the president 
of the county board. ‘One of the girls is 
working and earning $3 or $4a week.

Although Deputy Food Commissioner Her- 
man Schuknecht refuses to be.drawn into a 
controversy with Speaker Shurtleff, he wishes 
to make it plain that the speaker is mistaken 
in. his statements and deductions regarding 
the pure food bil) now before the legisiature 
in ite amended form. : 

* Recommendations that I made and sent 
to Springfield to be acted upon are the best 
evidence as to what I asked or promised to be 
Gone,”’ said the deputy food commissioner 
yesterday. ‘“ Because of the interests of the 
state I cannot afford to be drawn into a con- 

troversy with the speaker of the house. I 
wish to caN attention, however, to the fact 
that his assertions, as published, are incor- 
rect;’’ 

The deputy commissioner produced copies 
of the original pure food bill, of the amend- 
ments he had' offered, and of the pure food 
law as it now is in force, and showed what 
purported to be an indictment of the speaker 
as one who was misinformed. 


In Interest of Gexeral Public. 


amendments were the result of a conference 
with representatives of the’ Elgin board of 
trade, they were made in the interests of 
the general public, and that there had been 
no @iscrimination between the big creamertes 
and the small dairymen. 


One of the important points of Speaker 


Shurtleff's statement—that the word “ nat- 
ural” had been usedito qualify “‘ butter,”’ 
and to weaken the bilk—was dismissed 66 
ridiculous because the clause in which the 
word is used is copied verbatim from the law 
as it now stands. 

The second charge—that the big cream- 
erles were made exempt from inspection 
under the amended bill—was answered by 
pointing to section 2, which provides that 
the state food commissioner shall examine 
raw materials used in the manufacture of 
food products and determine whether decom- 
posed substances are used. 

“If that exempts any large factories or 
little ones, I don’t know how it does,”’ said 
Mr. Schuknecht. “ It was put in: there be- 
cauge it was believed that it would give the 
inspectors more power than if their powers 
were rigidly laid down.”’ 


‘Process’ Butter Not Unrestricted. 


‘Then there was the charge that the sale of 
*“procees”"’ or ‘ renovated” butter would 
go om practically unrestricted through 
amendments to the bill. Mr. Schuknecht 
said the section entitied, ‘‘ Sale of procese 
butter, not branded, prohibited,’ covered 
this subject thoroughly. Im this section if 
is made illegal to gell, manufacture, or offer 
for sale any butter that is produced by tak- 
[ng original packing stock butter or other 
butter and ‘* reprocessing ’’ or “ renovat- 
ing ’’ It. 

This eame section was mentioned by Ed- 
ward Gu m, consulting chemist and pure 
food expert, who, in a letterto THE TRIBUNE, 
called attention to what appear to have been 
discrepancies in the speaker's analysis of 
the pure food bill aw amended. : 

*“ But if charges made by Speaker Shurt- 
leff had been true,"’ said Mr. Gudeman ir 
this conmectidh, “i would fhe proper 
thing for him to safeguard the*‘public ané 
introduce the necessary .requirements, in- 
stead of taking the view that two wronge 
make ae right and strike out everything seafe- 
guarding the milk supply of ‘the state. The 
striking out of everything: regarding sant- 
tary regulations cannot be designated as 
anything else than a crime affecting directly 
the Hves of thousands of infants.’’ Mr 
Schucknecht refu@ed to say what he belleved 
to be the reason for the speaker's position. 


EDITOR HEARST HAS SCHEME 
TO CAPTURE NOMINATION. 


Democracy to Name Him for the 
Presidency.

People who thought that William Randolph 
Hearst, when he was defeated for governor 
of New York last fall, had quit his desire to 
be president of the United States, will havea 
chance to revise their opinions. Mr. Hearst 
has not abandoned hie ambition. He has 
simply changed his plans for attaining it. 

This change of plans is calculated to make 
all sorts of trouble for William Jennings 
Bryan of Léncoln, Neb. It does not mean 
that Mr. Bryan cannot have the democratic 
nomination for president, if he can get it. It 
does meam that, after he has got it, it will be 
of no value to him as a means of entering the 
White house. . 

The Hearst program, as outlined In the last 
few days in New York and Chicago, is ex- 
tremely simple. It is a repetition of the one 
he worked so successfully in New York last 
year when he forced the democratic party 
organization of thet estate to make him éts 
camdddete for governor. This t#me heintends 
to force the democratic organfzation of the 
country to make him its candidate for presi- 
dent, or else face the same dilemma which 
brought Tammany Hab and ali the rest of 
the party in New York into line last fall. 

But, briefly, it is that he will break away 
from the national democratic party as he did 
from the local organization in Chicago and 
New York. He will have himself nominated 
|for president by a national Independence 
league. Then the democratic party can in- 
dorse him, or not, as it sees fit. 

The news was brought to Chicago by a 
man who is In close touch with Mr. Hearst 
in all his political plans. He expressed it 
in yo eay words: 

“ Mr. Hearst soon will break away entirely 
from the democratic party. He will advo- 
cate the formation of a national party that 
will represent ideas which, he claims, con- 
stitute true democracy. 

“This means that branches of the Inde- 
pendence league soon will be started in every 
state in the union. Then a national conven- 
tion of the Independence league will be called. 
It will be held before the regular. demo- 
cratic national convention. 

“Then it will be up to the democratic 
national convention. It will be in exactly 
the same position as the democratic state 
convention in Buffalo last year. It can in- 
dorse Mr. Hearst, with a chance of winning, 
or name a candidate of its own with a cer- 
tainty of defeat.’’ 

National Committeeman Roger Sullivan was 
in Springfield all day, but some of his friends 
in Chicago did not view the situation pre- 
sented by the Hearst program with unmised 
dislike. It was evident that such a program, 
if carried out, would hit William J. Bryan 
wcerse than anybody else, 

“There is one satisfaction about it. It 
won't do a thing to Bryan. Of course, it is 
impossible to say now how such a program 
would be recetyed by a national democratic 
convention. Ata guess I would say it would 
resent it and refuse to indorse Mr. Hearst. 
I do not think the southerners, who will 
have the power In the next convention, would 
submit to that kind of dictation. At the same 
time it is possible the convention might do 
as the New York convention did last year.’’ 


PRICE OF ICE TO BE LOWER 
THAN IN LAST FEW YEARS. 


Large Storage by Big Companies to Re- 
duce Cost in Chicago from 10 to 40 
Per Cent. 


The price of ice in Chicago this summer will 
be more nearly within the reach of the aver- 
age citizen's pocketbook than fn the last few 
years. Ice companies are now making up 
their new schedules, to be sent to customers 
next week. It fs sald they will show reduc- 
tions ranging from 10 to #0 per cent. In larger 
amounts ice may be obtained, it is predicted, 
as low as $3.50 a ton. Last year it cost as 
high as $6. The small buyer will get his ice 
for about 37% cents a hundred pounds. Last 
fall it cost 40 cents, and in certain sections of 
the city as much as 50 and @ cents. The

SOUTH SHORE PARK BELT. 


Reclamation and Transformation 
of Lake Shore Made Pos- 
sible by Bill. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Springfield, Ill, April 23.—[Special. |—So 
far as legislative action is needed to carry 
out the great scheme of lake front improve- 
ment on the south side, the work is done. 
It now remains for Architect D. H. Burntam, 
the south park commissioners, the Chicago 
Commercial club, and the trustees of the 
Field estate to carry out the plans which 


lake shore and the creation of a great system 
of water front parks, lagoons, and boule- 
vards.. : 

At this afternoon's session of the house the 
bill conferring authority:on the-park board 
to acquire riparian rights of private owners 
by contract was passed. It has been passed 
by the senate, and now goes to the governor 
for his signature. This right to contract for 
the acquisition of riparian rights will result 
in returning to Chicago its south shore lake 
front. The men back of the project believe 
that the private interests involved will meet 
them fairly, and that the plans for making 
the lake shore both beautiful and useful will 
proceed without meeting serious obstacles. 

The Ilinois Central railroad company, 
which is in possessidn of most of the riparian 
rights, which the park board desires to se- 
cure, has appointed a committee of its dl- 
rectors to treat with the south park board 
and a committee from the Commercial club, 
consisting of J. V. Farwell Jr., John G. Shedd, 
Chariles'G. Dawes, Walter H: Wilson, Harold 
McCormick, and Edward B. Butler. 


Cablegrams Sent to Burnham. 

Mr. Butler, who with Charles, Wacker, 
members of the south park board and. the 
Commercial club, and Attorneys Hollette and 
Merrick, has been working earnestly in 
Springfield to secure passage of the bill, 
sent a @ablegram to Mr. Burnham in London 
as soon as the house had passed the enabling 
legislation announcing that now it was pos- 
sible for him to undertake his plans for the 
utilization and begutifying of the south shore. 

With the money raised by subscription 
among the members of the Commercial club 
the work of laying out the plans in accord 
ance with th@ preliminary drafts of Mr. 
Burnham, now is progressing in rooms fitting 
up on the top of the Railway Exchange build- 
ing’, where the topography of the lake shore is 
presented at a glance. A 

These plans, in such detail as they have 
been designed up to date, in a general way 
provide for an inner park of from 400 to 800 
feet wide, hugging the shore. Beyond this 
will be a series of lagoofis, varying In width 
and spanned at their narrowest places by 
bridges. Beyond the lagoons will be the main 
park, reaching a width of 1,300 feet in places, 
and, skirting this, the lake shore driveway. 


Boulevard Bills Also Passed. 

The park strips are to afford recreation 
grounds accessible to both south and west 
sides with equal ease.-They are to contain 
athietic fields as well as purely park adorn- 
ments. The lagoons will give stretch of pro- 
tected water south to Jackson park. 

It is the hope of the projectors of this 
scheme that with these civic improvements 
will come thé electrifying of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad and the lowering of its tracks, 
with the possibility of a new railroad station 
at Park row. Under the terms of the bill it 
will be possible for the co ny to secure a 
wider right of way. 

In furtherance of the general plan of the 
lake front improvement fostered by the Com- 
mercial club, the house today also passed 
bills which will make possible a boulevard 
connection between the north and south park 
systeme by means of an elevated roadway. 

One of these two measures gives the park 
commissioners authority to issue bonds, if 
approved by a vote of the people, for the 
building of this connection, and the other 
gives the city the right to build an elevated 
roadway and turn it over to the park au- 
thorities. . 

Both are house bills and will go to the sen- 
ate, but the measure giving the grant of 
power necessary to create the south side lake 
shore drive is a senate bill, and goes to the 
governor. 


Promoter’s Dream Dashed. 

When the improvements contemplated in 
these billie have been made the north side 
park system and the Lake Shore drive wil! 
be connected with the south side system by 
an elevated boulevard and the south side 
system will have been built far out into 
the lake, where there will have been worked 
out a echeme of parks, lagoons, and boule- 
vard as far eouth as Jackson park. 

In paestng the senate bill the house seemd 
to have burst the bubble of a promoter’s pipe 
dream. A man whose name but whose iden- 
tity has not become known to some Chicago 
members, has been opposing the measure 
because it would interfere with the dream. 
This dream, which was shared by Curtis 
H. Remy of Chicago and others not known, 
was to build a lake tunnel from Gary, Ind., 
to Chicago, by meangw of which a short cv 
into the city would have been given to cast- 
erm trains. Another feature of the vision 
included the building of a land tunnel so 
that the eaetern routes might be connected 
with the westerm routes In a great central 
terminal. 

By the short cut under the lake it wae 
proposed to take an hour off the running 
time of fast trains and ultimately to build a 
great central passenger station where trains 
of the continent would exchange their pas 
senger traffic. 


Objections to One Section. 

These pleasing visions have been jarred, 
fe to be feared, by paseage of the bill, which 
gives to the park commissioners, or under thé 
new charter, to the city, all riparian rights if 
they can make suitable contracts with the 
Illinois Cemtrel ra#iroad amd other riparian 
owners along the south shore. 

Mr. Remy’e proposal was explained to Rep- 
resemtetives McGoorty and Hruby of Chicago 
by advocates of the south park board. These 
two members, among others, had objected to 
the bill when the effort was made to pass it 
in the morning. Their objections were made 
to the section which gives the park commis- 
sioners the right to contract with riparian 
owners for an exchange of their rightsin con- 
sideration of a grant of land to be made by 
the park commission.’ It is provided that 
when such an agreement is reached and rati- 
fled by a decree of the court and a boundary 
line established between the private property 
thus laid out and the park lands lying farther 
east in the lake, that the proprietors “ shal! 
have the right to fill in, 4mprove, protect, and 
use for all lawful purposes, sell, and convey: 
said submerged lands up to the lines so es- 
tablished free from any adverse claim in any 
way uk ong: Benne of any question as to where 
the shore line was at any time in the past, or 
as to the title te any existing accretions.’

_ Objectors Are Won Over. 

It was explained that fhadvertently they 
were playing into the hands of promoters 
“who were back of the railroad tunnel project, 
and it was insisted that further delay might 
be extremely dangerous to the. measure.. It 
was said that these promoters had secured 
from the Indiana legislature an act which 
conferred on municipalities the authority to 
contract with régard to the riparian rights, 
and that an attempt to defeat the aims of 
the pending Illinois legislation might be 
Tate abvouaten of thé bill pointed out that 
every possible safeguard was thrown about 
the measure; that it provided for a court re- 
view of the contracts betweeh the park board 
and the proprietors, and that in the terms of 
the contract. it would be possible forthe park 
board to guard against undesirable buildings. 
In view of these explihations Mr. McGoorty 
withdrew .hig opposition and the bill was 
called up at the afternoon session, being 
passed without trouble. 

Mr. Butler immediately sent his cablegram 
of notification and congratulations to. Mr. 
Burnham in Lofidon. 

“There is no doubt,” he said, “ that Mr. 
Burnham proposes to make this south side 
systems of parks, lagoons, and boulevards 
his life’s monument. We of the Commercial 
club who have worked for it and the mem- 
bers of the south park board believe it ig a 
project even greater than the world’s fair 
because it will-be permanent rather than 
temporary.. Mr. Burnham believes that our 
lake front can be converted into the greatest 
‘water front of the world. 


Will Make World’s Finest Water Front. 
“ Too much hag been sald of the boulevard 
feature of the plans and too little of the park 
features. It is proposed to put a great water 
front park at the disposal of the people. It 
will be as accessible to the people of the 
west side as to the people of the south side. 

“It will give to the people their lake front 
rights which it had been feared had been 
lost irretrievably, rights which should be- 
long to them. We have been convinced that 
the Illinois Central is prepared to join in the 
improvements and will aid in every way pos- 
sible. There is now a staff of men at-work 
in the rooms which have been built on top 
of the Railway Exchange building with a 
great sweep of the lake front laid out before 
their eyes. 

ck system of lagoons, when complet- 
ed, will enable the use of boats in smooth 
protected water down the entire south front 
of Jackson park and into the lagoons of 
that park. It is proposed to turn the water 
into thé basins of he Midway and thereby 
open a waterway connection with the west 
side park system. . 

‘The lake park will give the people recre- 
ation grounds and athletic grounds as well 
as a driveway. When the connection between 
the north and south side systems have been 
completed Chicago will have the greatest 
water front in the world. And it is no more 
a question of beauty than it is of usefulness. 
It will give Chicago not only a beautiful 
water front but also a useful water front.”

Mr. Harriman was asked if it was not true, 
es Justin McGrath, managing editor of the 
New York American, previously had testified, 
that the American had sent a reporter to him 
to ask permission to publish the letter, ex- 
plaining it had been offered the paper 
through the medium of Hill. Harriman said 
mo reporter came to him personally, but such 
@ request had been made through cne of his 
subordinates and had been refused. Harri- 
man said a week later, whem he learned Hill 
had given the letter to the New York World 
and that latter paper had it in type ready to 
wee, he had brought every. influence to bear to 
keep it from being printed. When it seemed 
certain his efforts sould meet with fadlure, 
Mr. Harriman said he called at the American 
office shortly after 2 o’tlock next morning 
and telked.presumably with Mr. McGrath 
and told him thé situation.

TOTAL STOLEN $200,000? 


Trust Company Recovers All Pa- 
pers Taken, but Is Forced 
to Pay Out $140,000. 


New York, April 23.—[Special.]}—Late this 
afternoon Oliver M. Dennett, a broker. of 42 


Wall street, was arrested on the charge of 


having been the receiver of part of the 
bonds stolen from the Trust Company of 
America by the assistant bond clerk of the 
company, W. O. Douglass, who was lodged 
in prison early Sunday morning. 

After the arrest of Dennett, who had not 
been out of sight of a Pinkerton detective 
from the time the $20,000 worth of stolen 
bonds were found between the mattresses of 
his bed in the Manhattan club Monday after- 
noon, a director of the trust company ad- 
mitted that it was the belief of the heads 
of the company that the man who stood be- 
find the bond clerk and the broker, and 
who engineered a systematic looting of the 
trust company’s vaults for collateral to back 
loans on the market, had yet to be brought 
to earth. 

Today's proceedings in the bond robbery all 
pointed to confirmation of the official's ad- 
mission. A significant fact was that Dennett 
was kept all day in his office, a voluntary 
prisoner under the eyes, of two Pinkertons 
and two Wall street bureau detectives, before 
the warrant for hie arrest was forthcoming, 
and that before swearing to the warrant 
President Thorne of the trust company was 
in consultation with Douglass, the defaulter, 


Others Implicated in Theft. 

One competent to speak for the trust com- 
pany said: 

‘“T canmot say there is not another gullty 
party in this case whom we believe to be 
behind the transactions of Douglass and Den- 
nett. If you ask me whether we expect to 
get him or not I cannot reply. To say more 
vould be unfair to certain reputable men.” 

Douglass made a comment to the keeper 
of the West Forty-seventh street station 
pen this morning.which thet official re- 
peated. 

“TI am innocent of the charge,’’ he quoted 
Douglass as saying, “and there are others 
not far away from the trust company who 
are implicated. If they don’t let me out on 
bail pretty soom and give me a chance I will 
make trouble for some one.”’ 


Thefts Reach $200,000. 
* It was learned that the Trust Company of 
America had actual physical and legal pos- 
session of all the bonds which had been 
stolen from its vault. To this statement is 
added the fact that the trust company has 
been put to a lose of $140,000 in recovering 


these bonds.

Management Committee Votes to Per- 
mit Examining Board, and Not Man 
Held Responsible for Educational 
Work, Have Right to Fix Require- 
ments for Admission of Teachers— 
Action After Discussion 
Lasting Four Hours.

The fine particles of 
coal dust and sand inhaled by all classes of 
citizens in Chicago changes the rich, red tiz- 
gue of the lunge to a black mass. 
From this effect nome escape, and while the 
Presence of coal dust on the lungs is by no 
means fatal, the pesults which follow in its 
train are accountable for a large percentage 
of the city’s Geath rate. Irritation thus set 
up greatly reduces the resisting power of the 
body over disease, and for thla# reason resi- 
dents of a city such as Chicago fall easy vic- 
tims to pneumonia, consumption, and bron- 
chitis, while by the same token few escape 
catarrh. 
Agitation against the smoke nuisance in 
London has brought out, through the lectures 
of Dr. Sir Frederick Treves, that the Lon- 
don lung is a prototype of the kind Chicago 
people are “‘ blessed with.’”” In that instance, 
however, the famous London fog is largely 
responeible for holding the coal emoke in the 
lower stratas of air where the people must 
breathe it. 


Has Collection of Lungs. 


In Chicago it is the coal dust which colors 
the lungs, but the fine sand, carrying vari- 
ous disease germs, works the mischief. 
Dr. F. R. Zeit, professor of pathology and 
bacteriology at the Northwestern university 
medical schoo!, has for years made a study of 
the effect on lung tissue by the smoke and 
dust laden atmosphere of Chicago. In his 
laboratory are specimens ranging from the 
pink lung of a child to the black, shoelike 
lung of a coal miner. Intermediate stages 
are the pure country lung, the suburban lung, 
ghetto lung,. Hyde Park lung, and ordinary or 
average Chicago lung. 
‘There can be no question but that con- 
stant breathing of coal smoke and dust from 
the street will undermine the health of the 
citizens,’’ he said yesterday. ‘‘ The constant 
irritation which these fine particles get up 
when imbedded in the lung tissue becomeés 
chronic, and this forms a vantage ground 
for al! manner and kinde of disease germs. 


thoee who have grown upinthe city. After 
this coal dust has finally reached the lungs it 
is there permanently, and in some instances 
penetrates to the blood and ts found dis- 
tributed in other orgarne of the body. Tam 
under the impression, although I cannot state 
positively, that much of this tired feeling 
with which we meet in so many people ts due 
to the clogging up of the lungs with dust and 
smut. It may even be that someone will 
trace the antics of the Pittsburg millionaires 
to some such cause. 


Should Fight Evil. 


* But, seriously, it is a pity we in America 
do not pay as much attention to this great 
smoke problem as they do in the larger con- 
tinental cities. London is the only one where 
trouble of this character is met with to any 
great extent. In Berlin and Paris there are 
traces of pneumocomosis. as this pigmen- 
tation of the lungs is called, but-it is slight 
compared with the great cities of the United 
States. The reason for this is that those 
cities. once cleaned are kept clean. It ie an 
offense, the punishment of which is rigor- 
ously enforced, to litter up yards and waste 
places in the way we do here. Moreover, the 
emoke nuisance fs not tolerated. 
“Tt is to these things that we owe the

‘BACHELOR ~ ALDERMAN INTER- 
CEDES FOR FAIR SEX. 


Goes to City Hall to Oppose Order 
That All Garbage Cans in Tenth 
Ward Be Placed in Front of Resi- 
dences Instead of in the Alleys— 
Heusewlves Ready to Strike if Sys- 
tem Is Not Changed by Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. 


Housewives {n the Tenth ward threaten a 
strike against the city. The trouble grows 
out of the late order under which. garbage 
cans must be left in the street in front of 
residences instead of in alleys as in more 
favored parts of the city. 

Ald, Thomas F. Scully, a gallant bachelor, 
was appointed a business agent of the house- 
wives’ union. Yestefday afternoon he called 
at the office of Commissioner of Public Works 
Hanberg to see about the garbage. Thecom- 
missioner had gone to Springfield, so the 
alderman took the matter up with Superin- 
tendent of Streets Doherty. 


Women Ready to Strike. 


“The women,” said Ald. Scully, “ have 
organized and propose to strike against the 
city. They refuse to put their garbage cans i 
front of their residences. They say they will 
put them in fhe alley, and that ifthe garbage 
is not collected they will send a committee 
down to see Mayor Busee gnd Commissioner 
of Health Whalen. 

“Go along the Twelfth street boulevard, 
Washburne avenue, Thirteenth and Four- 
teenth streets, and Center avenue, and you'll 
find garbage cans standing on the sidewalks 
in front of residences at all hours of the 
day, unsightly receptacles, their contents 
fouling the atmosphere. The women have to 
carry the garbage out through their parlors. 
It isn’t healthy and it isn’t a square deal. 
“Conditions in several other west side 
wards are equally bad. You don't see the 
garbage cans on the front sidewalks in the 
Twenty-first and the Twenty-fifth and other 
rich. wards. The appropriation for the re- 
moval of garbage is $35,000 a year, just 
double what it was last year, and I'd like 
to know if we can’t have justice?’ 

Garbage collectors ring @ bell when they 
come around. Unless women are ready with 
their garbage cans, receptacles are left until 
the next day, sometimes for two or three 
days, Ald. Scully said,: There are 60,000 peo- 
ple in the Tenth ward. Supt. Doherty said 
he would take the matter up with Commis- 
sioner Hanberg. 


Gets Police for Crossing. 
Ald. Scully then obtained from the police 


»department the detail of an officer at Six- 


teenth and Throop streets, where the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy railroad is 
elevating its tracks. The railroad says there 
is no crossing there, but Ald. Scully has 
records of.the city council to show that the 
street was opened five years ago. Railroad 
officials want to close up Throop street at that 
point.and diverge the traffic to Blue Island 
avenue, which will make necessary a wide 
detour by teamsters and pedestrians. It will 
cost $75,000 or $100,000 for a subway there, 
but as Throop street.is the only through 
street west of Halsted the alderman is deter- 
mined to have the subway.

‘BATTLESHIPS IN LINE 


Great Fleet of American Vessels 
_ Anchored in Hampton Roads; 
Foreigners on Way. 


Norfolk, Va., April 23.—Norfolk and vicin- 
ity are now busily engaged in providing for 
the accommodation at night for the thou- 
sands of visitors expected here for the open- 
ing of the Jamestown exposition on Friday 

Hoteles are installing extra beds and cote 
for the occasion and it is said that a majority 
of the citizens of Norfolk, Portsmouth, and 
Newport News and suburbs have arranged 
to open their homes to visitors. Several new 
hotels are about ready to open, and it ts 
believed! there is Nttle danger that the visit- 
ing public will suffer many discomforts. 

Transportation to the grounds was one of 
the most serious questions to be met. It has 
practically been solved, however, as great 
crowds coming by boat will be landed directly 
at the exposition grounds, and in addition 
to street car lines arrangements have been 
made to use the tracks of the New Tide- 
water railroad and run trains directly to the 
main gate. 

Of the many attractive features at the ex- 
position one which is counted upon to sur- 
pass the efforts of other cities is the electrical 
display. Even the incomplete bulldings have 
been wired and vari-colored incandescent 
bulbs and arc lights put in position, so that 
Friday night there will be no defects to mar 
the beauties of the scheme. 


Ready for President’s Touch. 


Flagstaffs have been placed on all the 
buildings, even those that are far from fin- 
ished, Bach of these will bear its flag on 
the opening day, and all will be released, to 
be caught by the ocean breezes, when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt presses the button to start 
the machinery. 

The greatest fleet of American vessels ever 
assembled in the historic waters of Hampton 
Roads—300,000 tong of floating steel—was 
made ready today to receive the first of the 
visiting foreign battleships and cruisers 
which are from time to time to take part in 
the exposition. 

For the opening the war vessels of Great 
Britain, Germany, and Austria are expected. 
One of the visiting Germans—the dark hulled 
cruiser Bremen, commanded by Lieut. Com- 
mander Alberts—is already in the roadstead 
awaiting the arrival of the Roon, a big ar- 
mored cruiser typical of the modern fighting 
craft in Emperor William's navy. 

The English squadren, under command of 
Rear Admiral Neville, is expected in Hamp- 
ton Roads tomorrow or Thursday. The flag- 
ship. wilb be the Good Hope and the com- 
panion ships the Argyll, Hampshire, and Rox- 
burgh. 

The Austrian vessels, the armored cruiser 
Sankt George and the protected cruiser As- 
perm, will arrive either late Thursday even- 
ing or early Friday morning. The Japanese 
squadron is expected May 8.

BOXING “BOUTS.” 

If it is true, as is reported, that a box- 
ing exhibition is to be given at the Chi- 
cago Athletic club Saturday night, it will 
simply be the beginning of another experi- 
ment such as has always. resulted in fail- 
ure in this city. 

There is no reasonable objection to a 
boxing exhibition for “ points” or for the 
demonsttation of scientific skill. Such 
exhibitions are constantly taking place in 
athletic associations, public schools, acad- 
emies, and colleges, both in this country 
and in England. The manly art of self- 
defense is practiced without serious con- 
sequences wherever young men get to- 
gether, and within limits, and when prop- 
erly safeguarded, is an excellent thing 
both for the young men and for the coun- 
try in which they Hive. It develops man- 
liness and self-confidence. It tends to 
make young men stronger and better able 
to take care of themselves than they oth- 
erwise would be. 

The trouble is that when boxing, con- 
ducted in a decent way in an athletic as- 
sociation, is permitted, the opportunity is 
immediately seized on by .a lot of loafers 
on the outside who are chiefly actuated 
by mercenary motives. They are not in- 
terested in the “ science,”’ or the skill of 
boxing, or in the dev ent of the hu- 
led purely by a 
greed for gain. They wish to make money 
out of boxing, and they are quite well 
aware that they can only’ draw large 
crowds by making the exhibitions not 
scientific but brutah—not for points but 
for blood. They wish to give the specta- 
tors “knock downs” and “ knock outs.”

The- conse- 
quences. will be what they. always have 
been, and the whole thing will have to be 
stopped. 

The professionals In boxing or racing 
always overreach themselves. They are 
never content to do anything decently or 
in moderation. Racing was stopped in this 
city and county by the professionals, who 
wished to race all the time, even when 
the snow was flying. Boxing will prob- 
ably be stopped in the same way, because 
the professionals will not be able to prac- 
tice in their “ exhibitions” any degree of 
moderation or eelf-control. 


SHORTAGE OF CARS. 

Two high officials of the Pennsylvania 
road complain of the “ continued and per- 
sistent piracy” of freight cars. They say 
that its cars have been allowed to go in- 
discriminately to other roads, which in- 
stead of returning them promptly use 
them in their local business. As the pen- 
falty is only 25 cents a day and as the 
earning power of a car is $10 a day, one 
can understand why a railroad which has 
not enough'cars of its own should be slow 
to return those belonging to another road 
which it can keep for 25 cents,a day. 

Railways are not the only oF the great 
car pirates. The secret of the constantly 
increasing shortage of freight cars is that 
they are not used as they formerly were, 
solely for purposes of transportation, but 
largely as warehouses. The demurrage 
charge is so low that the shipper can 
better afford often to keep his merchan- 
dise in a freight car until he is ready to 
make a final disposition of it than in a 
warehouse. That saves him expense in 
the matter of loading and unloading, and 
enables him to carry on business with a 
smaller investment for storage purposes. 

' This policy of the shippers applies es- 
pecially to coarse freight. There is hard- 
ly a siding in the smallest village in this 
country where there are not a number of 

ght cars standing loaded or partly 

ded with coarse freight—coal, lumber, 
brick, ete.—which is left there until it 
happehs to suit the convenience of the 
shipper to take it away. Formerly ship- 
pers removed goods promptly to their own 
warehouses or yards and drew therefrom 
what they needed for their own use or to 
supply their customers. That is not their 
present practice, for they have discovered 
the economy of using freight cars as 
warehouses and removing the contents 
only when needed for immediate use. 
This is true of the whole country. It ap- 
plies to cars loaded with grain, coal, Tum- 
ber, and in some instances with merchan- 
«lise. It is true of the manufacturer and 
of the merchant.

-well that his constant visits to the kingdom 
not only keep alive the spirit and activity of 
his aauuvents but likewise win new sympa- 
thizers for his cause, for he is warm hegrted, 
genial, and democratic, and, moreover, enjoys 
the prestige of having served with conspicu- 
ous gallantry on the battlefield of two wars 
in the far east, where he won the cross of St. 
George, only granted by the czar for acts of 
exceptional! valor. 


Yet in spite of all the efforts of the govern |° 


ment, and notwithstanding ordere for his 
arrest and imprisonment if found on Spanish 
soll, he is constantly visiting Spain, and spent 
the first fortnight of this month at Madrid.

Don Jaime and the captain general took 
part im the discussion with other passengers 
about the dissolution of the Cortes, the elec- 
tions, the religious question, and the health 
and appearance of the king.

To this 
Don Jaime had the audacity to demur, say- 
ing that he had sometimes seem Don Carlos 
strolling across the square of St. Mark at 
Venice, where his magnificent appearance 
invariably aMracted popular admiration. The 
train arrived in Madrid late at night with- 
out any of Don Jaime’s fellow paseengers 
having the slightest suspicion as to his iden- 
tity. 

On Baster Sunday Don Jaime attended a 
great bull fight at Madrid. One of the young 
matadorsé named Corchaito, having displayed 
special «ki in the ring, Don Jaime thrust 
some banknotes into an envelope and placed 
them in‘the man’s hand, with a few warm 
words of congratulation. When Corchaito re- 
entered the ring, and caught sight of Don 
Jaime, heturned toward him, bowed low, and, 
toreador fashion, “ dedicated "’ to him the 
bull that he was about to fight and kill. This 
is known in Spain as “ brindar el toro,” and 
it is a compliment reserved, as a rule, by 
matadors for people of Importance, such ag 
great nobles or royal personages. Naturally 
half of the immense crowd turned to look 
at the person thus honored by the matador. 
But apparently no one ‘recognized Don 
Jaime; for, on the following day, newspapers 
describing the afternoon's performance re- 
lated that! the fifth bull, a superb animal, 
after putting up a bold fight, had been killed 
*‘in honor of a rich stranger, occupying one 
of the seats in the front row, whom no one 
knew, but who was believed to be some newly

At Seville, at a café, Don Jaime got into a 
discussion with some young officers about 
the recent war in Manchuria and gave such 
a vivid description of one of the battles 
that one young subaltern exclaimed: “ Why, 
you must have been there, else how could 
you know the story so well?’ Don Jaime 
had the presence of mind to explain that 
he had made a special study of the cam- 
paign through books and newepaper articles, 


rand had likewise known a number of Rus-

On the occasion of the previous visit to 
Madrid he had made the acquaintance of 
some young officere at one of the cafés on 
the great square known as the Puerta del 
Sol, and as they happened to be on duty 
at the royal palace, they offered to show 
him over it, taking him to be a young Eng- 
lish officer.

Don Jaime, it must be explained, was 
brought up wholly in England, at the great 
Jesuit college of Beaumont, near Windsor, 
where he achieved fame as a football player. 
He speaks English without any trace of for- 
elgn accent, and has many English ways 
and mannerisms. He is equaHy faultless 
in his French, now and then making his head- 
quarters in Paris, and ed a number of 
years as an Officer of the Russian cavalry, 
#0 that it would be easy to take him for a 
Russian. Thus he has no difficulty in keep- 
ing his real nationality concealed. 

He is the only son of Don Oarilos, and on 
the latter’s death will succeed him as chief- 
tain of the entire house of Bourbon andas 
head of the senior Mne, the Bourbons of 
Naples, of Parma, and of Orleans being 
merely junior branches. He wil? be sénior of 
all the descendants of the French King Louis 
XIV. and as such will represent the legiti- 
mist rights not only tothe throne of Spain but 
also to the crown of France. He is much 
less remotely descended from the Stuarts 
than King Edward, and were it not for the 
act of settlement vesting the English crown 
in the house of Hanover, passed some 200 
years ago, would poseess rights to the throne 
of Great Britain immeasurably supefior-to 
those of King Kdward.

Archduke Francis Ferdinand has developed 
the same aversion for the new buildings 
which have been added to the Hofburg, or the 
imperial palace, at Vienna as his yncle. 
Francis Joseph. The latter, when he ized 
too late the muddle which had béen made of 
the entire work of reconstruction and en- 
largement, declared that under no circum- 
stances would he ever live there again, and 
now makes his home when in Vienna in the 
suburban palace of Schoenbrunn, merely 
using the Hofburg as a sort of office and for 
state functions. He remarked at the time: 
“The Hofburg may do for my successors, 
but I shall never live thére again.” He left 
control of the work of reconstruction of the 
Hofburg to his nephew and heir presumptive, 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand, who at once 
proceeded to dismiss the entire board. of im- 
perial architects as hopelessly incompetent, if 
nothing worse, and as having been guilty of 
the most insane extravagance. But the arch- 
duke-now finds that the matter has Zone too 
far to admit of any satisfactory remedy with- 
out the entire new portion of the Hofburg 
being torn down, which would mean a waste 
of millions of dollars. 

So he, too, has announced that under no cir- 
cumstances will be ever live at the Hofburg, 
either before or oa io to the 
throne, and when he emperor he 
will continue to occupy his present residence, 
Belvedere palace, merely using the Hofburg, 
like his uncle, for state receptions. He has 
likewise intimated he will not approve of any 
more thoney being spent wpon the Hofburg 
gave for the purpose ofl keeping {tin ordinary. 
repair, and that if any money of the crowthis 
available, for buikiing purposes, he intends 
that HM sheli be used for beautifying and en- 
larging Beivedere palace and grounds.

These lo- 
calities are full of natural beauty or his- 
toric interest. Hunitreds of photographs of 
these otherwise unheard of places as well as 
those of better known objects are reproduced 
for the time.

No better man could have been chosen-to 
write “ THE FAIR HILLS OF IRELAND” 
than Stephen Gwynn (Macmillan Co.), and 
the result is a book of intense interest and at 
times of poetic eloquénce. Mr. Gwynn would 
not be a true Irishman did he not love his 
country passionately, and this book proves 
him a patriot. It is the life of Ireland, pres- 
ent aad past, that he has strives to depict, 
rather than mere descriptions of the coun- 
try’s physical aspects, although there is no 
lack of thege, either, in the work. 

But hia object was to provide something 
for the real traveler, rather than the tourist, 
to read—something which would help tim to 
understand the spirit of Ireland—and he has 
eucceeded admirably. By visiting typical 
places he gives us a faithful representation 
of Ireland asa whole, thereby stimulating the 
traveler to an intelligent idea of the spirit of 
the country.

land of mystery. Mr. Landon's book is 
called “ UNDER THE SUN,” and it is pub- 
lished in New York by Doubleday, Page & 
Co. Mr. Low's is called “A VISION OF 
INDIA” and is published by EB. P. Duttton 
& Co. Both books were inepited by the visit 
of the prince and princess of Wales to India 
two years ago, when the authors were pres- 
ent representing their respective newspapers.

UNION PACIFIC LEADS RISE 


ADVANCE IN STOCK’S PRICES Se: 
FLUENCES OTHER ISSUES. 


New York Market, However, Shows 
Dullness, Except in the Last Hours, 
When Rally Begins on Extraordi- 
nary Transactions in the Leader— 
Some Apprehension Over the Con- 
ditions in the Industrial Outlook Is 
Evident Among the Speculators,

NEW YORK, April 23:.—{Special.]}—The 
advance in prices of stocks which came into 
force yestérday was checked, today because 
of the smal! demand for buying and wae not 
resumed until the last hours of trading, 
when extraordinary transactions in Union 
Pacific placed that stock at the highest for 
the day and carried many of the other issues 
up with it. 

The action today was accepted as conclu- 
sive of the professional character.of yester- 
day's rise and of a large proportion of cov- 
ering by shorts tn the buying which caused 
it, and today’s movement might be de- 
scribed simply as a desisting from yester- 


.day’s operations for a rise. The effect was 


to throw the market back into the deep 
neglect which was so notable last week. 

A renewed outpouring of crop. reports 
flowed into Wall street and into the wheat 
pit in consequence of the tone of stocks. 

There was renewal of the tone of ap- 
prehension over the industrial outlook which 
haa weighed recently upon the market. At- 
tention was attracted by a report of a large 
reduction in working force by an important 
western electric equipment company and 
the offered explanation that the demand for 
the product was falling off on account of its 
high price level. 

The signs of such a conditton hitherto have 
been few, but the whole financial world is 
keenly on the alert to discern them, and 
such a report as that published today is a 
strong influence on speculative sentiment. 

The principal event of the day from the 
money market standpoint was the reduction, 
as was expected, of the official discount rate 
of the Imperial bank of Germany from 6 
per cent to 5% per cent. The Bank of the 
Netherlands also made a further reduction 
in ite discount rate, which was advanced re- 
cently to cut off a movement of gold from 
that market to New York. 

Bonde were irregular. Total sales, par 
value, $1,622,000. United States bonds were 
unchanged on call.

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BIG FINES FOR GAMBLERS. 


MEN CAUGHT IN POOLROOM GIVEN 
LIMIT BY JUDGE GOING. 


Mark Brown, Alleged Proprietor of 
Handbook, Is Sentenced to Pay 
@600—Is Arrested in Room in Tem- 
ple Court Building, with Company 
ef Thirteen Others—Chicago Tele- 
phone Oompany May Be Made De- 
fendant in Prosecutions. 


Gamblers and other persons who have been 
Wwondeging what the new city administration 
was going te do about poolrooms and hand- 
books found out yesterday, when Mark 
Brown, who was caught selling pools in the 
Temple Court building, was fined $600 and 
costs. 

This is the heaviest fine that ever has been 
imposed om a Chicago bookmaker. Brown 
was fined $500 under the state law forbidding 
gambling by Municipal Judge Going at the 
Harrison street court. He was fined another 
$100 under the city code for pool selling. 

More than that, eight inmates each were 
fined sums ranging from $25 to $100, and the 
cases of four others were continued. Under 
the Dunne administration and the old police 
magistrate it was not customary to fine in- 
matee of gambling houses. 


Thirteen Found at Table. 


The poolroom was located in room 426 of 
the Temple Court building, at 217 Dearborn 
street. Thirteen men were seated around a 
long table, emoking and drinking, and the 
race cards were posted on the blackboards. 

Mark Brown wes busy at a telephone that 
had been installed by the Chicago Telephone 
company, receiving and tranemitting racing 
trteligence just before Chief Shippy’s de- 
tectives gained entrance. It is the intention 
of the polic® department to make the tele- 
phone company. a defendant in the cases of 
two of the men who failed to appear when 
their case was called before Judge Going. 

“I'm going to fine you the Wmit under both 
the state and city laws,” said Judge Going 
to Brown. “ The state law provides a pen- 
alty of $500 for gambling and you can be fined 
$100 under the city code. There is no use 
' fining you people smell sums, for you'll go 
right back again and reopen your pool 
You have been taking money from *‘ suck- 
ers’ and will have to pay the penalty.” 


Fined for Telling Untruth. 


Herbert Black—an assumed name—was 
fined $100 on the ground that he tried to 
@eceive the court. He said that as far as he 
knew there was no pool selling in the room. 
It was simply a social gathering. They were 
¢érinking and smoking, but as for gambling— 
they wouldn't do such a thing. Herbert 
Clark, who also denied that there was any 

ambling, got. $100 for his, likewise, and so 

acob Sanders. 

“ Perhaps therest of you will tell the truth,”’ 
said the judge. . 

They did. Joseph Gilmore said he was in 
the Groom eas a plain workingman—an 
- @lectricilan—and hadn't bet anything on the 
ponies. He said he'd connected. up wires of 
the Chicago Telephone cOmpany in the room 
occupied by Brown and Nad charge of the 
electrical work. He lives at 6211 Haleted 
street and the judge fined him only $30, be- 
cause he was truthful. 

Fines for the others were imposed as fol- 
lows: Arthur Cook, $50; Albert Clark, $25; 
g. Fitzgibbons, $25; Frank Murphy, $40; Al
